inary estimates of 1963 South- 
ern Baptist Convention -statis- 
tics show slightly more than 


- 10.3 million members of about 


33,100 cooperating churches. 

Martin B. Bradley, secretary 
of research and statistics for 
the SBC Sunday School Board 
here, reported the estimates ‘to 
state Baptist leaders attend- 
ing board-sponsored. meetings 
in Nashville. ° 

Figures from about 150 dis- 
trict associations of Baptist 
churches—there, are over 1100 
such associations in the U.S. 
—were not available at the 
time of the preliminary report. 
Other returns had not been 
edited. 

Final, official statistics for 
the previous year are reported 
each February. Thus, 1963 sta- 
tistics will be available in Feb- 
ruary, 1964. ; 

Bradley’s figures included a 
projection of the likely lower 
limit of each final figure and 
the likely higher limit. He 
qualified his preliminary infor- 
mation by saying: 

“The projected estimates 
shown in the following report 
are prepared solely for the 
benefit of state and Southern 
Baptist Convention leaders as 
they look ahead to future pro- 
gramming.”’

Activity Assailed

ROME (BP) — NT ecatas 
Catholic Cardinal appealed to 
the Vatican Council II in ses- 
sion here to include in the 
schema on ecumenism ‘‘A re- 
quest to the separated breth- 
ren that they abstain from all 
proselytism among Catholics, 
lest the faith of our people be 
obscured through confusion." 


Cardinal: Beniamin De Arri- 


—pa--Y’- Castro, archbishop of 


Tarragona, Spain, claimed that 
“Proselytizing by Protestants 
was increasing and that there 
are endless proofs of this.” He 
wanted all Protestant mission- 
ary activity in so-called Catho- 
lic countries to stop. 

The Spanish Cardinal object- 
ed to the proposals for dialogue 
between Catholics and non 
Catholics. He said that ‘‘Such 
a statement by the council 
would be. very dangerous for 
the faith of our Catholics, es- 
pecially those of low estate, 
who often are not prepared to 
answer the arguments prepar- 
ed by experts of the various 
sects or confessions.” 

He expressed , chagrin be- 
cause “The present schema 
text even goes so far as to as- 
sert it is licit in particular 
circumstances and even oppor- 
tune for Catholics to pray to- 
gether with the separated 
brethren.”’ He pointed out that 
this ran counter to special ex- 
isting laws in the church.

The 1963 estimetes also 
showed a probable decrease in 
Baptisms, of converts; they 
would be at least 20,000 fewer 
than 1962’s final report. - 

Projections for church mem- 
bership, and for Sunday 
school, music ministry and 
brotherhood enrolments show- 
ed probable increases over 
1962. Training uniorf and royal 
ambassador enrolment reg- 
istered *‘a probable decline, 
while woman’s missionary un- 
ion could show either a small 
decrease or increase in the fin- 
al figures. 

Comparisons given are based 





on matching 1962 figures with | | 
‘the “Projected low’’ statistics 


for 1963. Final comparisons re- 
leased in February, 1964 may 
show differences. 

Two state conventions, Colo- 
rado and Indiana, registered 
increases in Baptisms in these 
preliminary reports. 

State conventions which 
seem to show increases in 
Training Union enrolment, in 
contrast to the general down- 
ward trend are Alabama, Ari- 
zona, California, Colorado, Il-

made by the Spanish Cardinal. 
He called for ‘‘An ecumenical 
catechism to be drawn up by 
a competent congregation or 
commission or even by a pri- 
vate theologian in which those 
truths of Catholic doctrine, de- 
bated or positively denied by 
the separated brethren, might 
be explained.’’ 

He further suggested that 
“The diffusion and defense 
Catholic truths should be 
ered in Catholic schools on all 
levels, and should likewise 
become part and parcel of cul- 
tural-religious organizations in 
the day lay apostolate move- 
ment.”’ 

The problem of proselytizing 
was discussed in the U. S. Bish- 
ops press panel by Msgr. Gus- 
tave Weigel, who had spent a 
number of years as a Catholic 
missionary priest in Chile. He 
said that the problem arises as 
to the definition of proselytiz- 
ing. 

The explanation by Weigel 
was that for the person en- 
gaged in the practice he was 
“bearing testimony to the 
truth,’ but for those on the 
other side it is proselytizing. 

Problem Discussed 

Weigel discussed the prob- 
lem of non-Catholic mission- 
ary activity in South America. 
Specifically, he mentioned Sev- 
enth-Day Adventists, Morm- 
ons, Pentecostals and by strong 
implication Baptists and other 
Protestant groups. He said 
that no one objected to any 
group that gives testimony to 
His faith, but ‘‘if they use low 
means for so doing, this is not 
good." 

Although he was not specifie 
he charged that many mission- 
ary groups bring pressure to 
bear both by threat and by 
promises for aid upon those to 
whom they are witnessing. He

Pointments to an all-time high 
of 180.
